ped. 
The engine and tender went on,

ear, im m ediately be­ 
hind, w ent off on the ties. 
A piece of su l rail, about

fee t long, w as >< nt whizzing through 
he air and landed in a d tch. 
Ther. 
. ix lengths of steel rail flew off the 
tics as the d railnient occurred and 
»he cars after bumping over the ties 
for a distance of more than 150 yards 
toppled over. 
J. H. Fraser, general m anager 
of 
the St. Lou '.s-San Francisco sy::tem. 
who w as in Memphis when news of 
the wreck was received, went to the 
scene in his private car and made an 
investigation.

ANCIENT ALABASTER LAMPS 


BETTER THAN MODERN ONES 


London, October 23.— Whereas the 
world is just beginning to use alabas­ 
ter for electric lighting, the 
Egyp­ 
tians 3275 years ago made even finer 
alabaster lamps than are produced to­ 
day, Howard Carter, co-discoverer of 
Tutankhamen’s tomb, said in an 
ad­ 
dress here. 
Carter made known that in finding 
many of those lamps in the tomb the 
secret of how' the Egyptians illumi­ 
nated their homes was revealed. 
The lamps were executed in beau­ 
tiful designs in translucent alabaster, 
and one of them stood 
about three 
feet in height, with 
a large 
central 
cup. 
There was no decoration on the 
exterior or the interior, but immedi­ 
ately a light wras placed in the vessel 
there could be seen a picture of the 
young King and Queen in colors. This 
effect w-as produced by another ves­ 
sel, with the decoration on its exter­ 
ior, being fitted inside the lamp 
so 
cleverly that the joints between 
the 
two vessels could not be seen.

Soybeans Successful in Cotton Sec­ 
tion 
The rapidly increasing popularity 
of soybeans as a hay and soil improv­ 
ing crop in Southeast 
Missouri 
is 
nothing short of remarkable. 
Altho’ 
not a great many farmers are using 
them at present, 
it is 
exceedingly 
rare to find a grower who is not en­ 
thusiastic. 
They enjoy 
telling 
of 
their experiences growing and using 
soybeans and usually wind up by say­ 
ing that they are increasing 
their 
acreage. 
This is the condition 
in 
nearly all of the cotton counties. 
The most 
popular 
varieties 
are 
Laredo and Virigina. 
Both make ex­ 
cellent hay or good grain yields. The 
Laredo is a longer season bean, tak­ 
ing several weeks longer than 
the 
Virginia to mature seed. 
But where 
late planting or early maturity is de­ 
sired, the Virginia is best . 
The feed 
producing ability of 
the 
soybean in 
extremely 
dry seasons 
has been proved many times. 
In the 
latter part of August of this year it 
was about the only feed crop giving 
promise of much yield in many sec- 
t ons of Southeast Missouri. 
Where 
corn and peas had l>een planted be­ 
side soybeans, the beans were 
the 
last 
to 
suffer 
from 
the extended 
drouth. 
The more severe the drouth 
the greater advantage the beans usu­ 
ally have over the other common feed 
crops. 
Anyone not familiar with this crop 
should make a visit to some neigh­ 
bor who has planted soybeans.

should find one somewhere near and 
the chances arc* nine to one that when 
you find a grower 
you 
will find

booster. 
And, if you don’t want to 
grow soybeans you had best not talk

several regulations

protest her 
own cotton farmers. 
One of these is 
a cotton seed regulation and just re­ 
cently it has become a regulation of 
the Missouri State plant board. Since 
this leguation deals with seed ship­ 
ped into the State, it is of interest to 
the entire cotton industry 
of 
the 
State. 
All cotton seed in the natural 
state destined for points in Missouri 
comes under this regulation which is 
rule 23 of the Missouri State Plant 
Board. 
Rule 23. 
In order to pre­ 
vent the 
possible 
introduction into 
the State of Missouri of the 
Pink 
Boll Worm (Peetinophora gossypiel- 
la, Saunders) the importation 
into 
Missouri of all cotton seed in 
the na­ 
tural state is 
prohibited 
from 
all 
foreign countries and from the States 
of Texas and New Mexico. 
Cotton seed in 
the 
natural state 
grown in states of the 
union 
other 
than Texas and New Mexico may be 
brought into Missouri upon permits 
issued by the Chief Inspector of the 
Missouri State Plant Board. 
Before accepting shipments of cot­ 
ton seed destined for points in Mis 
souri, transportation agents will see 
that a permit issued by the Chief In­ 
spector of the Missouri State Plant 
Board is furnished by the shipper and 
the original permit must be attached 
to the way-bill and accompany the 
way-bill to its destination. 
The per­ 
mit must be kept ofi file there with 
the way-bill by 
the 
transportation 
company.

souri homestead of Daniel Boone 
in 
St. Charles County, 
in 
which 
the 
great American pioneer died Septem­ 
ber 26, 1820, has been purchased by 
two St. 
Louis 
descendants of 
the 
frontiersman, Col. Francis M. Curlee 
and George M. Hages, attorneys, with 
offices in the Boatmen’s Bank Build­ 
ing. 
Col. Curlee said he and Hagee had 
bought the property because of 
its 
historical significance and the 
real 
beauty of theh ouse and its surround­ 
ings. 
It is their intention to restore 
the resdence, furnish it appropriate­ 
ly and use it as a country home. 
Col. Curlee is a descendant of Dan­ 
iel Boone’s brother through his moth­ 
er, Mary Boone, who was the daugh­ 
ter of Col. Francis 
Marion 
Boone, 
commander of the Twenty-sixth Mis 
sissippi Infantry 
in 
the Civil War, 
and who was killed in action at 
the 
battle of the Wilderness. 
The Boone 
homestead 
is < n 
the 
Femme Osage Creek, about 48 miles 
from St. Louis. 
It 
wras 
purchased 
from Mrs. Jennie Foristell of Nor­ 
mandy, also 
a 
descendant 
of 
the 
Boone family, who, taking an inter­ 
est 
in 
the house 
in w’hich Daniel 
Boone lived and died, made every ef­ 
fort to have the property kept and 
owned as a public shrine. 
With that 
purpose 
in view*, 
Mrs. 
Foristell 
bought 
the property 
and collected 
some subscriptions, but being unable 
to interest a sufficient 
number 
of 
persons in the project, she returned 
the subscriptions, and sold the 
pro­ 
perty to Col. Curlee and Hagee af a 
price which simply reimbursed 
her 
for her direct investment in it 
and 
which somewhat exceeded the price 
at w'hich she had offered to turn the 
property over to trustees for a pub­ 
lic shrine. 
The homestead property 
includes 
a tract of about 
three 
acres. 
The 
house, which is on a wooded hill, is 
held to be the

stone building 
erected in Missouri

The property is part of

awarded Daniel 
Boone by the Spanish Government.

United States are unable to obtain 
from banks all the short-term credit 
they need. 
They are often obliged in 
consequence to accept aditional cred­ 
it from merchants and dealers. But 
merchant 
credit, 
according 
to the 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture, is often costly and unsatis­ 
factory. Both farmers and merchants 
would be benefited if farmres could 
obtain most, if not all, of their credit 
from gepcialized credit institutions. 
Merchant credit is most extensive­ 
ly used in the South. 
In some 
re­ 
gions a large percentage of the ten­ 
ant farmers, and often a considerable 
number of owner farmers, are more 
or less dependent on it. 
There 
are 
areas in which merchant 
credit 
is 
used 
more 
extensively than 
bank 
credit. 
Farmers who use merchant credit 
often do not know what it costs them, 
because ordinarily the 
cost 
is not 
based on a fixed interest rate but is 
covered in a higher price 
paid for 
supplies purchased on credit. Farm­ 
ers in certain areas in North Caro- 
lna in 1921 paid an average of 22.3 
per cent for their merchant credit. 
In Georgia a corresponding 
average 
rate was 24.3 per cent. 
While some merchant credit is ad­ 
vanced on open accuont, a great part 
of it is secured by ehattle mortgages 
or crop liens. 
In parts of Tennessee 
31 per cent of the merchant credit ad­

LIGHTER CUTS OF MEAT 


Agricultural investigators who ure 
responsible for the planning of beef 
cattle experimental work are turning 
rheir 
attention 
and 
energy 
quite 
largely to problems concerning 
the 
attening of young cattle, either calv- 
or yearlings, in an effort to ascer- 
ain the most satisfactory methods of 
producing beef from cattle of these 
ges. 
The 
great 
mass 
of feeding 
trials conducted with beef cattle dur- 
ng the last quarter century has been 
with reference to older cattle—steers 
Vg years of age at 
the 
time they 
went on feed and in some cases 3V6 
years of age. 
This is as it should be, says 
the 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture, in encouraging 
the 
experi­ 
mental work with the younger class 
f beef cattle. 
The beef-cattle 
in­ 
dustry is 
going 
through 
a marked 
change at the present 
time, largely 
because of the changing taste of the 
consuming public, avhich 
is 
now de­ 
manding lighter cuts 
of 
meat. 
Al- 
leady this demand has 
resulted 
in 
many retail markets handling 
only 
light carcasses of beef, such as those 
of yearling cattle. 
While 
formerly 
the 
demand for 
heavy cattle seemed to be almost un­ 
limited, 
the 
reverse 
is true today. 
Packers say that 15 to 20 per cent of 
the total receipts of beef cattle 
is 
ample to take care of the call 
for 
heavy carcasses, whereas the remain­ 
der is for cattle weighing from 700 
to 1100 pounds on foot, or carcasses 
weighing from 
400 
to 
600 pounds. 
This means that the demand today is 
juite largely for cattle under 2 years 
of age. 
Some little experimental work has 
been done 
with 
cattle 
of different 
ages. 
The results to date show that 
calves placed in the feed lot at wean­ 
ing time and continued therein until 
finished for market make from 50 to 
75 per cent more gain from the same 
feed than do more mature steers, es­ 
pecially those that are from 2 to 
4 
years of age. 
This change is due to 
the fact that part of the gain in light 
cattle is grow’th of nonedible parts, 
whereas most of the gains in heavy 
steers is meat. 
Feeder yearlings, 18 
months old, weighing from 
500 
to 
700 pounds, have been found to 
be 
relatively efficient as 
compared 
to 
older cattle, although not in a class 
with the calves from the standpoint 
of economy of gain.

Atlantic Coast Earthquakes 


best geological opinion is that earth ­ 
quakes of moderate intensity may be 
expected, and steps should be taken

‘The elimination of flimsy types of 
construction and provision for a small 
measure of resistance to earthquake 
movement may be sufficient in build­ 
ing construction of moderate height 
in small communities and in the res- 


lndifference to the possibility 
of 
destructive earthquakes on the 
east­ 
ern coast of the United States is de­ 
precated, in a letter to The Engineer­ 
ing Nerws-Record 
(New 
York) by 
W alter E. Spear, D epartment Engi­ 
neer of the New York Board of W a­ 
ter Supply. 
lie writes: 
“New 
England 
has 
had 
many 
earthquakes, some in the eighteenth 
century of considerable intensity that 
severely damaged the comparatively 
low but substantial buildings of that 
period. 
It has been suggested that 
the most severe of these earthquakes, 
that of 1755, was 
of approximately 
the same intensity as th a t in 
San 
Francisco of 1906. 
The great earth­ 
quake of 1663 along the St. Lawrence 
River in the Province of Quebec did 
considerable damage in New England 
and must have been 
felt 
in 
New 
York as was the small disturbance in 
the same region last January. 
The 
destructive earthquake of 
1886 
in 
Charleston, South Carolina, is consid­ 
ered by the geologists to have been 
due to a displacement in the 
sami 
mountain system th a t lies only a few 
miles west of New York City. 
In the 
highlands, 100 miles north of 
New 
York City, the geologists point out 
evidence of slight post-glacial fault 
>ing on the glaciated 
rock 
surfaces 
that 
indicates 
geologically 
recent 
movements. 
The 
probability 
of 
slight warping of the ea rth ’s crust 
as evidenced by the apparent subsid 
ence of the Atlantic coast th at is now 
going on in this vicinity, should not
